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selfish consideration that increasing the 

number of applicants would diminish their 
own individual chances of promotion, the 
officers of that service generally wees 
give a cordial weleome to a fair 1 4 
of appointments from amon istin- 
guished soldiers of the South. That fact 
does 10t make t right or desirable; nor 
did we express ourselves finally or unre- 
servedly as in favor of such a course; but 
only intended to giveexpression toa p 
er and patriotic feeling of regret, that the 
ariny of the United States 3 should. from 
any cause. be deprived of at least one halt 
the highest military talent of the land. 

Our difference with the. Mail is on two 
points. The Mail understands that the 
regular army is maintained, if not chiefly, 
at least among other things, to reward 
graduates of West Point who 
true in the recent conflict. On the contra- | 
ry, we regard it as the purpose of an army 
to have the most perfect instrument at- 

—tainable, for attack or defense against the 
public enemy. There are seventeen gen- 
eral officers tn the army. besides depart- 
mental officers holding that rank. Now 
we do not suppose it possible for any sen- 
sible man to assert that seventeen men can 
be taken from the late Union army, and 
not include eight, at least (let us de that 
much patriotic), who are in 
every military qualification by 6 ens o 
the United Statés who followed the Con- 
federate fortunes in the war. Nor does the 
Mail seriously believe that if Ewell. Long- 
street. Mahone, or Dick Taylor were to ac- 
cept positions in the United States service. 
they would, in any sueh reasonable con- 
tingency as it becomes a statesman to con- 
sider plot against the country. refuse to 
obey the orders of their supe ors, or act 
any otherwise than as brave and faithful 
soldiers. If this is so, the reason for ex- 
cluding them must be either to punish 
them, or to reward loyal officers. As to 
punishing any man, at this time, for par- 
ticipation in the rebellion, the views of the 
Republican are too well known, to need 
statement here. Nor do we believe that 
the country can afford to reward even the 
most faithful and well re officer 
by promoting him to a tion in the mili- 
tary or civil service, w there is a better 
man forthe place. It is right to give a 
preference. and a considerable preference, 
to Union officers; but when it comes to a 
choice between Joe Johnston and S. P. 
Heintzelman. the country sacrifices a 
good deal for the sake of rewarding an in- 
different sort ofhero, if i¢ chooses the lat- 

ter. 

The second error of the Mail, as we con- 
ceive it. is regarding the admission of late 
rebels to the military service as something 
peculiariy dangerous. But why? Many 
of the Southern officers, itis true, went 
with their States in the war; but did not 
the Southern politicians also? Nay, there 
was this difference, that almost every 
Southern officer threw his influence against 
secession until it was inevitable and ac- 
complished, while the politicians desired it 
and plotted it, and forced it upon the peo- 
— Take Ewell for example, Lee’s ablest 

ieutenant after Jackson, whom he suc- 
ceeded. If there was a man in the South 
who honestly deprecated secession, remon- 
strated against it, and strove a 
the last. it was Richard S. Ew

admit him first to favor. Take 5+ pill : 
there is not a more truly l bold, 
ed man in the South than this 
vigilant and sagacious soldier. His Tor 
alty is unchallenged, his political disabili- 
ties have been removed by special grace of 
Congress; were he toenter Congress asa 
Senator from his native State, he would 
receive a perfect ovation. But it seems to 
be regarded as something little less than 
treason to express a regret that the sword 
of so accomplished a soldier cannot be at 
his country’s command. Now this seems 
to us something very like nonsense... A 
disloyal General to-day would not be ‘half 
as much to be dreaded as a disloyal Sena- 
tor; yet you snall meet a score of men who 
will advoeate the removal of all political 
disabilties, to one whodares tospeak above 
his breath of oppointing Ewell or Long- 
street to commands in the army.— 

We are willing to admit. that such 
a step would be a serious one, 
and should not be taken without ample de 
liberation; we do not advocate it, in any 
sense as a thing to be done at once or done 
anyhow; but we shall take the liberty to 
repeat that it is a pity the United States 
cannot avail itself of the splendid military 
talent of the South; and we believe that no 
long time will pass. before the sole test in 
the army or in the State will be ability and 
present loysity. Does anybody suppose 
that. if the United States were to be involv- 
ed in a general war. Massachusetts and 
New York regiments would not fight side 
by side with the troops of South Carolina 
and Alabama, and under commanders 
taken indifferently from the Unton and the 
Rebel armies of five years ago? Ifit would 
be safe and * n, why is it wrong 
or dangerous now ?
